One city councillor hopes that 
when residents shake their fists, 
demanding to know where the 
snowplows are after a blizzard, 
a GPS system could provide the 
answers. 

Coun. Michael Walters raised 
the idea at Tuesday’s council 
meeting, saying he believes 
it could improve service at a 
low cost. 

“We do a pretty good job, 
and there are spots where we 
can improve,” he said. “It’s all 
about better service, more ef¬ 
ficient service.” 

He said he believes the city’s 
snowplows currently repeat 
work on some streets and may 
miss others, but a GPS system 
would allow the city to pre¬ 
vent that. 

“When you don’t use it, 
trucks don’t speak to each 
other, so we’re just kind of 
guessing,” he said. 


Several American cities, in¬ 
cluding Chicago, New York and 
Pittsburgh, have introduced GPS 
to their fleets and created web¬ 
sites where citizens can view 
the trucks in real time. 

Katie O’Malley, a spokes¬ 
woman for the Pittsburgh pro¬ 
gram, said they found a lot of 
efficiencies, but also got a great 
response from the public. 

“To the public, there has 
been something really satis¬ 
fying to be able to go on to a 
website and see where trucks 
are deployed,” she said. 

She said that after one suc¬ 
cessful winter, the city is look¬ 
ing to add features to the site, 
such as a tool to show what 
kind of equipment is on the 
roads.

Edmonton sees 
higher STI rates 
than Calgary

Edmonton’s younger, more tran¬ 
sient population is keeping it 
ahead of Calgaiy when it comes 
to rates of sexually transmitted 
infections, even as its overall STI 
rates decline. 

Statistics from Alberta Health 
Services for 2014 show Edmon¬ 
ton has higher rates of both chla¬ 
mydia and gonorrhea than Cal¬ 
gary, though both infections are 
falling in number. 

Edmonton had roughly 5,300 
cases of chlamydia in 2014, 
which gave the city a rate of 
410 cases per 100,000 people. 
Calgary, by contrast, had a simi¬ 
lar number of cases, but because 


of its much higher population, 
the rate was only 341 cases per 
100,000 people. 

The difference in gonorrhea 
statistics is more pronounced, 
with 465 cases in Calgaiy and 
748 cases in Edmonton. 

However, Edmonton has a 
lower rate of infectious syphilis 
than Calgaiy does. 

Dr. Ada Bennett, the province’s 
acting medical officer of health, 
said she doesn’t know exactly 
what drives the difference be¬ 
tween the cities but said the issue 
is generally a demographic one. 

“ft depends on the type of 
population — so a place with 
more of a younger population or 
(where) more of the population 
is considered transient tends to 
see slightly higher rates.” 

Toby Rabinovitz, executive dir¬ 
ector of the Compass Centre for 
Sexual Wellness, said Edmonton 
is stopping-off point for a lot of 
young people. 

“Even with the downturn in 
the economy, we still have people 
coming and going,” she said.

‘We always get 
the absurd’: 
EPS supervisor 

Does a deer munching your fresh¬ 
ly watered grass in your back¬ 
yard, despite your “Private Prop¬ 
erty” sign, justify calling 911? 

Someone recently thought 
so, and it’s just one example of 
hundreds of non-emergency calls 
that strain emergency resources 
during the busy summer months. 
Indeed, operators say they receive 
on average between 200 and 300 
more calls each day between June 
and September alone. 

“We always get the absurd,” 
Edmonton Police Service 911 
Supervisor Christine Lyseng said. 
“We do definitely see an increase 
in calls simply because of the 
festivals and K-Days, summer 
storms, all the things that are 
going on in the summer.” 

Lyseng said call volume has 
increased “exponentially” over 
the years as the city expands and 
grows, and there are almost 50 
staff working rotating shifts to 
accommodate both the emer¬ 
gency and non-emergency calls 
that are made to 911 at all hours 
of the day. 

Between January and May 
2015, compared to the same per¬ 
iod last year, Lyseng said there’s 
been a 19.2 per cent increase in 
calls. Most are for non-emergen¬ 
cies, such as noise complaints, 
parking complaints, minor car 
collisions and animal issues.

Whether city council will have 
a meat-free future is a question 
for another day. 

Councillors punted a proposal 
on Tuesday from the Edmonton 
Youth Council to change catering 
to a vegetarian or vegan option in 
a bid to reduce the impact on the 
environment. The issue will now 
be debated at a council services 
committee meeting in October. 


Youth council members 
pitched city council on making 
the change, highlighting the low¬ 
er environmental impact from 
a meat-free diet.

“This is a small change with a 
big impact,” said Cameron Som¬ 
erville, a member of the youth 
council.

He also said it’s a 
troubling symbolic issue, because 
there are plenty of ranchers and 
livestock producers the city could 
be supporting.

An autistic man whose rejec¬ 
tion letter from the Edmon¬ 
ton Fringe Festival’s volunteer 
team went viral over the week¬ 
end has opted not to partici¬ 
pate in the festival after all. 

Daniel Hughes had plenty 
of community support behind 
him. More than 440 people 
joined a Faceboolc group called 
“Let Daniel Volunteer,” and 
Hughes had a standing prom¬ 
ise from Fringe Theatre Adven¬ 
tures chairman Marc Carnes to 
accommodate his application. 

Carnes said he had a lengthy 


discussion with Hughes Tues¬ 
day morning. 

“We had a good conversa¬ 
tion, it was productive, we 
apologized,” Carnes said, not¬ 
ing that Hughes’ family was 
involved. “At the outset, they 
let us know Daniel wasn’t go¬ 
ing to volunteer this year.” 

Hughes was initially re¬ 
jected from joining the 
“FriendRaiser” greeting team 
as a result of his disability. 

It was a task he had han¬ 
dled in the past, but the re¬ 
sponsibilities of which have 
changed to require communi¬ 
cations skills that Fringe or¬ 
ganizers feared might not be 
a good fit for Hughes, who is 
non-verbal. 

Carnes admitted Monday 
that it was a mistake not 
finding an alternative role 
for Hughes, and has taken 
early strides towards improv¬ 
ing the inclusivity of the vol¬ 
unteer team. 

He met Tuesday morning

Robert Steele, a lifetime Ed¬ 
montonian and owner of The 
Tattoo Guy, said he couldn’t 
believe the rejection. 

“It’s discrimination, specif¬ 
ically against tattoos,” he said. 

Steele recently purchased a 
retired Unimog troop transport 
vehicle. He said when he ap¬ 
plied for the parade in Febru¬ 
ary, he planned on installing 


two banners on the truck’s bed. 
“There was never any intent to 
have half-naked people jumping 
around on my float showing off 
tattoos,” he said. “I just wanted 
to promote my business.” 


Steele planned to make the 
Unimog look like a chuck wag¬ 
on, a nod to the Klondike Days. 

An email addressed to Steele 
from K-Days event co-ordinator 
Arthur Lewandowski said “the 



(K-Days planning) committee 
still sees the event as family 
oriented.” 

Steele said tattoo artists work 
at the K-Days AgriCom booths 
and give people tattoos “during 
the same family-oriented event.” 

“Seems a bit of a hypocrisy 
that Northlands will take tat- 
tooist booth rental income, but 
we are not good enough for the 
parade,” he said. 

Lewandowski said those tat¬ 
too booths would be draped 
off. But the committee’s deci¬ 
sion doesn’t sit right with The 
Tattoo Guy. 

“If it had been that there’s no 
room in the parade, or the float 
doesn’t fit the requirements, I’d 
be fine with it. But the fact it was 
such an open-faced hypocrisy 
really ticked me off,” he said. 

A petition started by Steele 
and his business partner has 
more than 300 signatures. 

K-Days organizer Northland 
Events did not respond to a re¬ 
quest for comment.

Primary Care 
Networks get cash 
back from province

Alberta’s Primaiy Care Networks 
will be allowed to invest $75 
million back into their oper¬ 
ations, which the previous Toiy 
government had denied them. 

In the proposed spring 
budget, the $75 million that 
care networks had in surplus 
was to be used to pay for oper¬ 
ations in the year ahead. But 
on Tuesday, NDP Health Min¬ 
ister Sarah Hoffman said she’s 
reversing that move because it 
would hurt service. 

“This was going to result in a 
number of staff being laid off, 
and the need to contract their 
services,” she said. 

In addition to returning the 
surplus, the government will 
conduct a financial review of 
the primaiy-care model to see 
how money is being spent.

Primaiy Care Networks are 
groups of family doctors who 
offer additional services such as 
dietitians and therapists. 

Dr. Phillip Van Der Merwe, 
chairman of the Primaiy Care 
Network group of the Alberta 
Medical Association, said it’s 
a relief to get the funding re¬ 
turned. 

“It would have affected front 
line workers, and at the same 
time also affected patient care.” 

He said in the long run, bet¬ 
ter primary care is a cost-saver. 

“We’re veiy optimistic that 
this government appears to have 
heard our plea, and is prepared 
to listen to the evidence that 
investing in primaiy care is a 
good idea,” he said.

Chainsaw trainers 
sought for prisons 


PRAIRIES 

Program is 
intended to 
help inmates 
find work 

Inmates at 11 prisons across 
the Prairies are in line for 
chainsaw safety training to 
help prepare them for future 
employment once they are 
released. 

Between 110 and 220 in¬ 
mates could be part of the 22 
training sessions that Correc¬ 
tional Service Canada plans to 
pay for in the coming years at 
four prisons in Alberta, four 
more in Saskatchewan and 
three in Manitoba. 

Each session will have be¬ 
tween five and 10 inmates 
participating in training ses¬ 
sions set to start in 2017. 

Bid documents posted on¬ 
line earlier this month show 
that the cost to provide the 
three-day training sessions 


should be no more than 
$108,800. 

The winning bidder will 
have to supply chainsaws, 
cutting stands, logs, files, oil, 
gas, chains, and safety equip¬ 
ment to the inmates who take 
the course at medium and 
minimum security prisons, 
three Aboriginal healing 
lodges — including one for 
women — and the regional 
psychiatric centre in Saska¬ 
toon. 

Only two prisons up for 
training sessions have max¬ 
imum security wings: Stony 
Mountain Institution in Mani¬ 
toba, and Saskatchewan Peni¬ 
tentiary in Prince Albert, 
Sasic. 

The documents also come 
with a warning to potential 
bidders: “Participants may 
exhibit difficult or resistant 
behaviour.” 

A spokeswoman for CSC 
said any inmate who lands in 
one of the courses has to be 
“screened for their suitabil¬ 
ity” and will be supervised.

Melissa Hart says prisons 
in other parts of the country 
also provide similar training 
to inmates, part of the depart¬ 
ment’s mandate to “facilitate 
inmates’ re-entry into the 
workforce following their 
release.” 

Hart said training is tar¬ 
geted at work in the trades, 
such as carpentry and cabinet 
making, and said “many of¬ 
fenders” have landed jobs 
because of their training and 
demand for trades workers.

FBI agents and Indiana State Po¬ 
lice raided the home of Subway 
restaurant spokesman Jared Fogle 
on Tuesday, removing electronics 
from the property and searching 
the house with a police dog, two 
months after Russell Taylor, the 
then-executive director of Fogle’s 
foundation, was arrested on child 
pornography charges. 

FBI agent Wendy Osborne said 
the agency was conducting an 
investigation in Zionsville, an 
affluent Indianapolis suburb, but 
wouldn’t say whether it involved 
Fogle or describe the nature of 
the investigation. 

Subway said in a statement 
that it is “veiy concerned” about 
the raid, which it believes “is 
related to a prior investigation” 
of a former employee of the Jar¬ 
ed Foundation, an organization 
founded by Fogle to raise aware-

Claim to fame 

Jared Fogle, 37, became 
the Subway restaurant 
chain's pitchman after 
shedding 245 pounds 
more than 15 years ago, 
in part by regularly eating 
Subway sandwiches.

ness about childhood obesity. 
Subway did not immediately 
say whether that employee was 
former foundation executive dir¬ 
ector Russell Taylor. 

The company had removed 
references to Fogle from its web¬ 
site by late afternoon and issued 
another statement, saying the 
two “have mutually agreed to 
suspend their relationship due 
to the current investigation.” 

“Jared continues to co-operate 
with authorities and he expects 
no actions to be forthcoming,” 
the company said. “Both Jared 
and Subway agree that this was 
the appropriate step to take.” 

Federal prosecutors in May 


filed a criminal complaint char¬ 
ging Taylor, 43, with seven counts 
of production of child pornog¬ 
raphy and one count of pos¬ 
session of child pornography. 
Fogle issued a statement after the 
charges were filed saying he was 
shocked by the allegations and 
was severing all ties with Taylor. 

The Indianapolis Star photo¬ 
graphed Fogle stepping out of 
a police evidence van parked 
outside his home Tuesday mor¬ 


ning, and he left the house just 
after noon with attorney Ron 
Elberger. Fogle declined to com¬ 
ment, but Elberger later released 
a statement saying his client is 
co-operating with authorities. 

“Jared has been co-operating, 
and continues to co-operate, with 
law enforcement in their inves¬ 
tigation of unspecified charges, 
and looks forward to its conclu¬ 
sion,” Elberger said. 

During a search of Taylor’s 


home this spring, federal inves¬ 
tigators say they discovered a 
cache of sexually explicit photos 
and videos Taylor allegedly pro¬ 
duced by secretly filming minor 
children at the home. They said 
they also allegedly found more 
than 400 videos of child pornog¬ 
raphy on computers and storage 
media recovered from Taylor’s 
home office in his Indianapolis 
residence. 

Taylor’s attorney, Brad Banks, 
said Tuesday his client was briefly 
hospitalized after the allegations 
surfaced but is now in federal 
custody. Sheriff’s officials have 
said Taylor tried to take his own 
fife in jail. 

“The only thing I can say is 
that I’m aware that there’s an on¬ 
going investigation,” Banks said. 

Tim Horty, a spokesman for 
the U.S. attorney’s office in In¬ 
dianapolis, said prosecutors “are 
moving forward” with the case 
against Taylor. He declined to 
comment on Tuesday’s raid at 
Fogle’s home. 

Neighbours said Fogle and 
his wife entertained frequently 
and would say hello but that 
they didn’t see the couple out¬ 
side a lot. 

Jacob Schrader, 19, who lives 
across from Fogle’s house, said 
the pitchman seems “like a pretty 
private guy” and that he’d only 
seen him about a dozen times in 
the last five or six years. 

“He’s like an endangered spe¬ 
cies or something like that,” 
Schrader said. 

Subway, which is based in Mil¬ 
ford, Conn., and is privately held, 
has struggled in recent years. Last 
year, industry tracker Technomic 
said average sales for Subway 
stores in the U.S. declined three 
per cent from the previous year. 
The company has about 44,000 
locations around the world.

Eurozone leaders met the 
beaming smile of Prime Min¬ 
ister Alexis Tsipras with an¬ 
ger and frustration Tuesday 
when it became clear the 
Greek leader came to their 
summit without a fresh writ¬ 
ten proposal on how to save 
his country from financial 
ruin. 

With Greece’s banks just 
days away from a potential 
collapse that could drag the 
country out of the euro, Tsip¬ 
ras had been expected to of¬ 
fer up economic reforms in 
exchange for loans. 

Instead he came with only 
vague proposals and a com¬ 
mitment to back it up with 
real figures and a written 
plan on Wednesday. 

Tsipras came buoyed by 
a triumph in Sunday’s ref¬ 
erendum, where an over¬ 
whelming majority of Greeks 
backed his call to reject the 
belt-tightening reforms that 
creditors had last proposed. 

But that domestic victory 
did not appear to give him 
much leverage in talks with 
foreign creditors, who know 
Tsipras needs a deal soon 
to keep his country afloat. 
Banks have been shut since 
last week and will not reopen 
before Thursday, cash with¬ 
drawals have been limited for 
just as long, and daily busi¬ 
ness throughout the country 
has come to a near standstill. 

So it was with surprise and 
anger that European leaders 
learned Tsipras did not yet 
have a written proposal for 
new rescue aid. 

“I’m extremely sombre 
about this summit. I’m also 
sombre about the question of 
whether Greece really wants 
to come up with proposals, 
with a solution,” Dutch Prime 
Minister Mark Rutte said.

Pope Francis challenged Lat¬ 
in America’s youth to take up 
his environmental protection 
campaign Tuesday, saying the 
defence of God’s creation isn’t 
just a recommendation but a 
requirement. 

Francis appeal, delivered at 
Quito’s Catholic University, is 
particularly relevant for Ecuador, 
a Pacific nation that is home to 
one of the world’s most spe¬ 
cies-diverse ecosystems in the 
Galapagos Islands and Amazon 
rain forest, but is also an OPEC 
countiy heavily dependent on 
oil extraction.

Francis told students and pro¬ 
fessors that God gave humanity 
the Earth to not only cultivate, 
but to care for — a message he 
framed earlier this month in his 
headline-grabbing encyclical on 
the environment. 


“It is no longer a mere rec¬ 
ommendation, but rather a re¬ 
quirement because of the harm 
we have inflicted on it by our 
irresponsible use and abuse of 
the goods with which God has 
endowed it,” he said. 

He challenged universities to 
ensure that students’ educations 
aren’t aimed only at profitable 
careers but at helping the poor 
and the environment. 

“There is a relationship be¬ 
tween our life and that of mother 
Earth, between the way we five 
and the gift we have received 
from God,” he said. 

Francis’ environmental mes¬ 
sage has been cheered by in¬ 
digenous groups, who have com¬ 
plained of being increasingly 
marginalized by Ecuadorean 
President Rafael Correa as he 
pushes mining and oil drilling 
in the Amazon. 

That push, coupled with high 
crude prices, allowed Correa to 
lift 1.3 million people out of pov¬ 
erty in his eight years in office. 
Francis has called for environ¬ 
mentally responsible develop¬ 
ment, one that is aimed at help¬ 
ing the poor without sacrificing 
the planet. 

It was a message he was likely 
to repeat later in the day at a 
meeting with indigenous groups, 
and then later this week in Bo¬ 
livia, the next stop on his three- 
nation South American tour. 
Bolivian President Evo Morales 
has been hailed as an environ¬ 
mental hero to many for de¬ 
manding rich nations do more 
to halt global warming, but he 
has been assailed by conserva¬ 
tionists at home who say he puts 
oil and gas extraction ahead of 
clean water and forests.

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IRAN 

Nuke deal elusive 
as deadline passes 


Negotiators at the Iran nuclear 
talks pushed past their second 
deadline in a week on Tuesday, 
raising new questions about 
the ability of world powers to 
cut off all Iranian pathways to 
a bomb through diplomacy. The 
discussions, already in their 
12th day, were prolonged until 
possibly Friday. 

“We knew it would have 
been difficult, challenging 
and sometimes hard,” said 
Federica Mogherini, the Euro¬ 
pean Union’s foreign policy 
chief. She said the negotiations 
would continue despite hitting 
some “tense” moments, and the 
U.S. State Department declared 
the current interim nuclear ar¬ 
rangement with Iran extended 
through July 10. 

As the latest target date ar¬ 
rived for a deal that would set a 
decade of restrictions on Iran’s 
nuclear program, U.S. Secretary 
of State John Kerry, Iranian For¬ 
eign Minister Mohammad Javad 
Zarif and other top diplomats 
huddled in Vienna in search of 
a breakthrough. 

All had spoken of deep dif¬ 
ferences remaining, and there 


was no public indication they 
had resolved disputes ranging 
from inspection rules on sus¬ 
picious Iranian sites to limits 
on Tehran’s research and de¬ 
velopment of advanced nuclear 
technology. 

“The last, difficult, politic¬ 
al issues, we have to solve,” 
Mogherini said. 

In Washington, White House 
spokesman Josh Earnest said 
the parties “have never been 
closer to reaching a final agree¬ 
ment than we are now” but 
significant differences remain. 

“That’s an indication that 
these talks, at least for now, 
are worth continuing,” he said. 

A senior U.S. official in Vien¬ 
na confirmed that one more 
clear difference had resurfaced, 
saying the U.S. would oppose 
Iran’s demand that the nuclear 
agreement also include the lift¬ 
ing of the UN arms embargo on 
the country. 

The official said the U.S. is 
insisting that any new UN Se¬ 
curity Council resolution per¬ 
taining to Iran retain an arms 
ban and ballistic missile restric¬ 
tions. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

Three gored during 
Pamplona bull run 


SAN FERMIN FESTIVAL 

People dash 
with six bulls 
along narrow 
course 

Two Americans and a Briton 
were gored and eight other 
people were injured Tuesday 
as thousands of daredevils 
dashed alongside fighting 
bulls through the streets of 
Pamplona on the first bull 
run of the annual San Fer- 
min festival, its organizers 
said. 

Mike Webster, a 38-year-old 
occupational therapist from 
Gainesville, Fla., was gored 
as he ran with the bulls in 
Pamplona for the 38th time 
in 11 years. 

San Fermin’s media office 
said he was gored in the arm- 
pit, and Webster told The 
Associated Press from his 
hospital bed that he hasn’t 
decided whether he’ll run 
again because he first needs 
to discuss the issue with his 
wife. 

Also gored were a 27-year- 
old Californian identified by 
the media office only by his 
initials, D.M.O., and a 30-year- 
old Briton with the initials 
A.B.O. Neither was in serious 
condition. 

Three other Americans 
were among the eight others 
injured, most with bruises 


from falls and crowd crushes 
during the nationally tele¬ 
vised run that lasted just over 
two minutes. 

The nine-day fiesta in 
Pamplona, which features 
24-hour street partying, 
was made famous in Ernest 
Hemingway’s 1926 novel The 
Sun Also Rises. 

It attracts thousands of 
foreign tourists. 

The daily runs see people 
dashing with six bulls along 
a narrow, 850-metre course 
from a holding pen to the 
city’s bullring. 

The bulls are then killed 
by professional matadors in 
bullfights each afternoon. 

Bull runs are a tradition¬ 
al part of summer festivals 
across Spain. Dozens are in¬ 
jured each year, mostly in 
falls. 

Two men have died re¬ 
cently after being gored by 
bulls in Spanish festivals — 
one Saturday in the eastern 
town of Grao de Castellon 
and another on June 24 in 
the southwestern town of 
Coria.

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In all, fifteen people have 
died from gorings in Pam¬ 
plona since record-keep¬ 
ing began in 1924 for the 
San Fermin festival.

Suspected ISIL recruiter of teens arrested 


Spanish police on Tuesday ar¬ 
rested a woman suspected of 
recruiting preteen girls and teen¬ 
agers to send to areas controlled 
by ISIL (Islamic State of Iraq and 
the Levant) in Syria. 

An Interior Ministiy state¬ 
ment said the woman, a Span¬ 
iard, was arrested in the city of 
Arrecife on the Canary Island of 
Lanzarote. 


Separately, the ministiy said 
Civil Guard police arrested an 
Algerian-born man wanted on 
terrorism charges by Belgium, 
where he previously resided. The 
man, whose name was not re¬ 
leased, is a suspected member of 
ISIL and had fought in Syria. He 
was arrested in Barcelona airport 
while waiting for a connecting 
flight, after flying from Algeria. 


The ministry said the woman 
in Arrecife maintained contact 
with ISIL militants in Syria, in¬ 
cluding a facilitator who gave 
her orders for recruiting girls 
and arranging their travel to 
Syria. 

Girls and teens who she 
helped get to Syria ended up 
being sexually exploited, did 
domestic work and work in hos¬ 


pitals and had roles policing 
women, the statement said. A 
few joined ISIL as combatants, 
the statement said. 

Authorities did not specify 
how many people the woman 
was suspected of recruiting, but 
said police have been investigat¬ 
ing her since 2014 in a probe 
overseen by the National Court 
in Madrid, the associated press

Brits pause 
in memory 
of lost lives 


LONDON 

Suicide-bomb 
attack killed 
52 commuters, 
injured 700 

Britons paused in silence, laid 
flowers and lit candles Tuesday 
to mark the 10th anniversary of 
suicide bombings on London’s 
transit system in the worst ter¬ 
ror attack on British soil and a 
day of pain seared into London’s 
collective memory. 

Four British men inspired by 
al-Qaida blew themselves up 
on three London subway trains 
and a bus dur¬ 
ing the morning 
rush hour on July 
7,2005, killing 52 
commuters and 
injuring more 
than 700. The 
memory of that 
morning remains 
raw in the country 
of 64 million. 

Solemn ceremonies were held 
throughout the capital, starting 
at the memorial in London’s 
Hyde Park devoted to the victims. 
Prime Minister David Cameron 
and London Mayor Boris Johnson 
walked through the memorial’s 
52 pillars — one for each victim 
— to lay wreaths. 

At 8:50 a.m., the moment 
the attacks began, the park 
fell silent. Families of victims 
clutched flowers. Some in the 
crowd bowed their heads. 

Survivor Sajda Mughal said the 
memories never really go away. 


“(The ceremony) drew me 
back to the veiy same day, when I 
experienced the whole traumatic 
event being down there in the 
Piccadilly line, hearing those 
screams, people banging on the 
carriage,” she said. “And then, as 
I was watching the wreath being 
laid, I came back to 2015 and I 
thought ‘Well, I am alive, thank 
God I’m alive.’ But unfortunately, 
we’ve lost 52 lives.” 

The families organized a ser¬ 
vice of their own later in the day, 
a chance for them to remember 
in a way of their choosing—with 
music, personal comments and a 
cup of tea. Prince William asked 
the families if he could attend, 
and sat quietly in the front row 
in solidarity with 
their grief. 

The enduring 
pain of the day 
was evident in 
the tears of surviv¬ 
or Emma Craig, 
who was only 14 
in 2005 when she 
was on her way to 
a work experience 
trip to a legal firm in east London. 

“All of us lost our innocence on 
that day, our naivety, the thought 
that ‘something like that could 
never happen to me’ or even to 
London,” she said. 

The attack occurred two years 
after Britain took part in the U.S.- 
led invasion of Iraq. But former 
Prime Minister Tony Blair, the 
nation’s leader at the time of the 
bombings, said Tuesday that ter¬ 
rorism was “a global problem” 
that affected countries regard¬ 
less of their involvement in the 
war in Iraq, the associated press

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Breast milk demand high

States consider 
legislation, 
firms battle for 
industry control 

It could trade for 400 times more 
than the price of crude oil and 
2,000 times more than iron ore. 
If sold off the shelf, it could cost 
more than 150 times the price 
of a gallon of cow’s milk and 15 
times more than coffee. 

Going for as much as $4 an 
ounce, breast milk is a hot com¬ 
modity that is emerging as a 
surprisingly cutthroat industry, 
one that U.S. states are seek¬ 
ing to regulate amid a battle 
for control between non-profit 
and for-profit banks that supply 
hospital neonatal units. 

The debate among the for- 
profit and non-profit organiza¬ 
tions can be sharp-elbowed. It 
centres on whose processes re¬ 
sult in the safest milk for pre¬ 
mature babies in neonatal inten¬ 
sive care units, which need the 
milk if a mother has difficulty 
producing enough or the child 
has trouble latching. Each side 
claims the moral high ground, 
with non-profits generally say¬ 


ing milk distribution should be 
altruistic while for-profit com¬ 
panies argue mothers deserve 
to be compensated. 

In the United States, there 
are two for-profit companies 
and soon to be three, and one 
non-profit that oversees 15 milk 


banks in the U.S. in addition 
to three in Canada. Ten non¬ 
profit banks are in develop¬ 
ment. Against this backdrop, 
lawmakers in New Jersey and 
Michigan are considering legisla¬ 
tion to license banks, while legis¬ 
lators in California, Maryland, 


New York and Texas already 
have regulations. 

Rachel Palencik, of West Ches¬ 
ter, Pa., said her breast milk was 
taking up space in her freezer, so 
she tried to donate it to a bank 
but didn’t have enough. So she 
tried to sell it — and wouldn’t 


try it again. 

“A lot of it was either scam¬ 
mers or men wanting to con¬ 
sume it, which isn’t my cup of 
tea,” she said. 

There’s broad agreement in 
the milk-banking industiy of a 
shortage of human milk avail¬ 
able for hospitals and NICUs. 
The non-profit Human Milk 
Banking Association of North 
America estimates that there 
are 4,000 moms using its banks 
across the U.S. and it would take 
60,000 to meet hospitals’ de¬ 
mand for milk. 

There is also a largely shared 
view that it’s important for 
donor milk to be thoroughly 
screened for bacteria, drugs and 
adulteration by cow’s milk. 

The non-profits say they re¬ 
spect the right of moms to sell 
their milk because it is theirs, 
but they question the profit mo¬ 
tives of companies like Medolac, 
Prolacta and the soon-to-be-oper- 
ational International Milk Bank. 

The for-profit companies of¬ 
fer moms the chance to earn $1 
an ounce to $2.50 an ounce for 
their milk. In turn, hospitals can 
pay as little as $4. The compan¬ 
ies say mothers have a right to 
earn money for their milk and 
their model can end the short¬ 
age.

Last week, 34,000 people 
endured thunderstorms to 
celebrate Canada Day on Par¬ 
liament Hill, where Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
told them, “A little bit of bad 
weather is never going to 
keep Canadians down.” He 
said to the crowd, “We are a 
kind and generous society. No 
better place in the world than 
this country... more confi¬ 
dent, more prosperous, more 
united than ever — the best 
countiy in the world!” 

In the 1700s, Dr. Samuel 
Johnson called patriotism “the 
last refuge of a scoundrel.” 

He meant not to disparage 
all patriots, but to note that, 
lacking other supports for 
their positions, people arguing 
in bad faith often rely on easy 
appeals to love of countiy. 

Harper may have been right 
about some of the points he 
made that rainy day. But it 


was strange to hear such un¬ 
checked pronouncements a 
scant kilometre from the Del¬ 
ta Ottawa. It’s where the Truth 
and Reconciliation Commis¬ 
sion wrapped up its six years 
of investigation into what it 
called cultural genocide in 
the Indian Residential Schools. 

Those of us present to hear 
statements at the TRC’s Sur¬ 
vivors’ Sharing Circle have 
seen a far more complicated 
and tragic understanding of 
Canadian nationhood than 
tends to be presented in polit¬ 
ical speeches. 

This is a bountiful country, 
yes, but one whose wealth has 
often come from exploitation 
of indigenous people and their 
lands. If it is a great countiy, 
that greatness has frequently 
been used to prevent discus¬ 
sion of the more painful as¬ 
pects of our histoiy. 

And yet the realities of resi¬ 
dential schools are now laid 
out in clear type, for all those 
who wish to know what our 
ancestors and their govern¬ 


ments did to destroy indigen¬ 
ous communities and cultures 
in the name of our countiy 
and the notion of a white, 
European-Canadian identity. 

The best response to crude 
patriotism is to educate your¬ 
self — to know what is this 
countiy you love, in all its 
weaknesses and faults. In that 
light, I’m joining the call — 
initiated by Chelsea Vowel 
and Wab Kinew, and carried 
on by Erica Violet Lee and Zoe 
Todd’s #ReadtheTRCReport 
project — for Canadians to 
make the TRC’s easy-to-read 
400-page executive sum- 
maiy their primary piece of 
summer reading. Never has 
there been a better time for 
Canadians to learn the details 
of what our countiy did to 
indigenous people, and how 
our actions over 120 years pro¬ 
vided the foundation of the 
addiction, abuse and dysfunc¬ 
tion sadly endemic to so many 
aboriginal communities. 

I don’t intend to discour¬

So 
they may better understand 
the place they come from and 
love, may better love it in spite 
of its faults, and may better, as 
citizens, act upon what they 
learn from the truths told to 
the TRC.

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To the Cosby fans 
who scoff at truth 
and consequences 


This one goes out to you, the 
thousands of fans who packed 
auditoriums in Ontario last 
winter to watch Bill Cosby 
crack jokes, knowing full well 
he’d been accused by more 
than 20 women (at the time) 
of rape. 

You gave him the benefit 
of the doubt, you told me. He 
(through a lawyer) dismissed 
the allegations as absurd, and 
that was good enough for 
you. He was still the iconic 
dad who could do no wrong. 

Unless, by wrong, you 
mean purchasing the sedative 
Quaalude to give to women 
he wanted to have sex with. 
Cosby, under oath in 2005, 
admitted to doing just that, 
according to court docu¬ 
ments newly obtained by the 
Associated Press. During that 
lawsuit, which was eventu¬ 
ally settled out of court, he 
said he also gave one woman 
three half-pills of Benadiyl. 

Celebrity-father-figure love 
is blind. And that’s why this 
revelation, as satisfying as 
it is for people like me, isn’t 
really for me at all. 

As I said — it’s for you. You, 
mostly middle-aged crowd 
who piled into Kitchener’s 
Centre in the Square theatre 
in January, months after 
snowballing accusations 
caused Netflix and NBC to 
cancel planned Cosby shows, 
amid a comedy tour collaps¬ 
ing under a slew of cancelled 
dates. I watched you from the 
press rows as you applauded 
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Cosby’s trademark antics, 
warm in your seats while 
protesters shouted in the cold 
outside. 

Later that week, in London, 
Ont., he told a woman in the 
audience to be careful drink¬ 
ing around him. 

“Ha ha ha ha!” you 
laughed. 

Cosby, in sweaters knitted 
like a tangle of Technicolor 
snakes, had cradled you into 
adulthood with his quirky, 
principled parenting on The 
Cosby Show. 

But do you recall Season 5, 
Episode 12? It’s the one called 
“Truth or Consequences.” In 
it, Cosby gives his daughter 
Vanessa and her boyfriend a 
stem tallcing-to after Vanessa 
lies to her parents about see¬ 
ing him (she says she’s doing 
homework). 

The moral of the episode is 
twofold. 

One, don’t fall into the 
“abyss of untruth,” to quote 
Clair Huxtable. That, in 
real-life terms, might look 
something like repeated 
denials that you ply women 
with dmgs, when the truth is, 
you do. 

Two, don’t aid others in 
lies of their own. And that, 
in real-life terms, might look 
something like paying to see 
a comic who overwhelming 
evidence suggests is a rapist, 
so he can parade on stage and 
keep raking in money, truth 
be damned — and conse¬ 
quences.

"When 
you hold a bag, you are sort of 
empowering yourself," he says. 

The most notable aspects of 
the snacks may be the name and 
Ehrlich, whose claim to fame is 
his founding of Pirate's Booty, 
says the snacks are a way for 
people to brand themselves, 
as they might with sneakers 
or handbags. The popcorn comes in flavours 
like Bangin' Cheddar and Brazilian Coconut, and 
the chips come in flavours including Spinach & 
Matcha Tea. 


O Half-popped kernels 


CJ Wine ice cream 

Instead of a glass, this wine can be served in a cone. 

Mercer's, a dairy in upstate New York, was offering tastes 
of its "wine ice cream," which has up to five per cent alcohol. 
The ice creams come in eight flavours including Strawberry 
Sparkling and Chocolate Cabernet. 

Roxaina Hurlburt, a co-owner of Mercer's, said the dairy has 
been making traditional ice cream for 60 years and started 
packaging the wine ice cream in 2008. She said it's sold online 
and in about 200 locations around the U.S., including places 
like casinos and wineries. It's also sold in Montreal. 






Do you think those half-popped kernels 
at the bottom of the popcorn bag are the 
best part? Now two companies are selling 
bags of just those bits. 

HalfPops and Pop'd Kerns offer the snacks 
in different flavours, with a one-ounce serv¬ 
ing containing between 130 and 160 cal¬ 
ories, depending on the flavour. 

HalfPops, based in Bellevue, Wash., 
says it uses a proprietary process to cook 
the kernels. Six-ounce bags of HalfPops 
are available online and at about 
2,000 U.S. locations, including 
some Whole Foods and Weg- 
man's, said Mike Watts, the 
company's vice-president of 
marketing. 


^ Maple water 


Is maple water the next coconut water? 

Drink Maple sells bottles of maple water it says 
DGin* . is tapped from maple trees, 
maple. It's the same stuff that's boiled down into maple 
syrup. The clear liquid has the consistency of water 
and a lightly sweetened taste, with a 12-ounce 
bottle labelled as having 30 calories and seven 
grams of sugar. 

The product also seems to hit on all the prevail¬ 
ing dietary trends: The company's website notes 
maple water is "low calorie, gluten-free, dairy-free 
and non-GMO." It also says "no trees are harmed" 
in the collection process.

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0 Broccoli Bites 


A prevalent theme was snacks 
made from unusual ingredients; 
think bags of roasted chickpeas, 
cheese puffs made out of beans, 
and chips made out of seaweed. 

Another example was Broccoli 
Bites from Rhythm Foods. Before 
they're dehydrated, the broccoli 
is tossed in a dressing made with 
seeds, herbs and spices to add fla¬ 
vour and prevent crumbling. Each 
1.5-ounce bag has 150 calories. 

Even though kale has surged in popu¬ 
larity in recent years. Rhythm Foods CEO Scott Jen¬ 
sen said he expects the broccoli snacks to be a lot 
easier to sell to buyers. And he's already working on 
the next vegetable snack: cauliflower.

Automat 2 . 0 : Self-serve stores bring the farm to customers

Diners in Paris are flashing back 
— and forward — to the era of 
the automat, but this time with 
a nod to organic farming. 

A precursor to the era of fast 
food, automat eateries served 
hundreds of thousands of cus¬ 
tomers a day throughout the 
mid-20th century, allowing on- 
the-go diners to pick hot dish¬ 
es from coin-operated metal 
lockers. Today, entrepreneurs 
in France and Scotland are ap¬ 
propriating the concept that 
once symbolized modernity 
to help customers get back to 
the land. Their automats offer 


not burgers and fries, but fresh 
and local produce and other 
ingredients. 

Joseph Petit employs no 
staff at his two Paris stores. 
Both called Au Bout du Champ 
— “at the end of the field” — 
the small spaces are stacked 
with metal cubbies containing 
just-piclced strawberries, hours- 
old eggs, and neat bunches 
of carrots or spring onions, 
depending on the season. 
Customers simply choose the 
box that contains the food 
they want to buy, then pay at a 
console which then opens the 


appropriate door. 

It’s a system, Petit said, that 
brings fresh food to urban areas 
where few other options exist, 
while also supporting local, 
small-scale agriculture. 

“We have some of the best 
farmers in the world,” the 
31-year-old Parisian said outside 
one of his two shops. “But un¬ 
fortunately, we consume many 
of our products from abroad. 
They aren’t necessarily the best, 
they aren’t necessarily fresh, 
and we don’t really know who 
cultivated them.” 

Petit maintains direct rela¬ 


tionships with the half-dozen 
or so producers he buys from; 
the suppliers vaiy according to 
the season. The farmers culti¬ 
vate a variety of vegetables, 
fruits, mushrooms and herbs, 
in addition to eggs and juice. 
All of them work within 100 
kilometres of Paris, and Petit 
and his colleagues go to collect 
the fresh harvest eveiy day for 
deliveiy. 

Petit said he maintains com¬ 
petitive prices by employing no 
staff, instead relying on custom¬ 
ers to operate the automats 
themselves, the associated press

An olive to know, love and devour

The Kalamata olive is often recognized as the official Greek olive, and is distinct in taste and appearance from 
most green and black olives.

Kalamata olives have a protected 
designation of ori¬ 
gin (PDO) 
title. 


This means that if it says Kalamata, 
it has to have been produced in 
Kalamata, Greece. This olive is the 
deep purple almond- shaped olive 
of intense juicy flavour, which de¬ 
velops on the tree as it must be 
picked ripe. Not to be confused 
with black olives, which can be of 
any variety and have a wide range 
of sizes, shapes and flavours. 

Things can only get feta 

Greek feta is made with a 
combination of goat’s and 


sheep’s milk cheese, which gives 
it a creamier texture than the 
cow’s milk feta. It is brined in 
salt water for up to a couple 
of months. The more aged, the 
more firm the texture. 

Come on people now, smile 
on your Greek brother. Do your 
bit and have a souvlalci coolc- 
out, Opa! 

Theresa is an on-camera food and 
health expert, nutritionist and 
writer who loves to spread the 
word on food. 
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When you’re a White Zinfandel, it’s 
not easy being pink. 

Though one of the best-selling 
wine styles in Canada, White Zin 
can’t escape its reputation for 
simplistic flavours that often lean 
too far into gummy sweetness. 
However, sales of more clas¬ 
sically formed roses are on an 
upswing across the country— 
especially those made locally. 

Sutter Home’s 2014 White 
Zinfandel ($9.05 - $12.49) is 
the original. The idea that a 
refreshing, pink wine could 
be created if red juice saw 
less skin contact was con¬ 
ceived at the winery back 
in the 1970s. 

Berry-bright with a drier 
finish than most, Sutter 
Home’s version is a perfect 
back deck mate on a hot day 
— especially if you pour it 
over ice.

Last summer, astronaut Molly 
Woods (Halle Berry) thought 
she’d saved humanity from 
certain doom, but of course 
that’s not the case or else there 
wouldn’t be a Season 2 for Ex¬ 
tant, Berry’s first foray into net¬ 
work television.

Maybe 10 years ago I would have 
had cause to pause. But the best 
things, in my opinion, are on 
television,” she says. 

“As artists, we want to share 
what we do with the world and 
this is a really good medium to 
do that.”

Since 1991, Jack Gill, a stunt 
co-ordinator for film and tele¬ 
vision, has been fighting for a 
cause dear to him: the creation 
of an Oscar category recogniz¬ 
ing stunts. He isn’t alone in 


wanting recognition for his 
profession, either. By his side, 
several big Hollywood names 
are also campaigning for this 
additional statue: Steven Spiel¬ 
berg, Martin Scorsese, Brad 
Pitt, Arnold Schwarzenegger. 
Johnny Depp and Vin Diesel 
even showed their support in 
writing. 

In a letter to the Academy, 
Depp wrote in part, “I believe 
it’s time that the valiant stunt¬ 
men and women deserve to 


be recognized come each and 
every award season and hence 
I am happy and proud to sup¬ 
port a campaign to create an 
Academy Award categoiy for 
Best Stunt Coordinator.” 

Action star Jason Statham 
has been vocal in his support 
for years. 

“I think it is an overlooked 
category,” Statham recently 
told Vanity Fair, especially 
considering “how much re¬ 
sponsibility these co-ordinators 


have for some of the great¬ 
est entertainment in action 
movies. 

“I mean, all of the stunt 
men — these are the 
unsung heroes. 

They really are. 
Nobody is giving 
them any credibil¬ 
ity. They’re risking 
their necks.” 

Unfortunately, 
it seems that Gill’s 
25-year crusade will 



not have a happy ending 
this year. Using the same 
arguments as before, the 
Academy’s leadership 
is poised to once 
again ignore his 
demands for 
recognition. 

Some of 
the reasons 
Gill has been 
given before 
are that there 
are already too 


many awards in the Oscars 
telecast as it is (he says he’d 
be fine with an award handed 
out off-air) or that there is a 
risk of not enough stunt-heavy 
movies in any given year (with 
the preponderance of action 
scenes across a range of genres, 
he says there would be more 
than enough). Some have gone 
so far as to suggest that stunts 
aren’t really enough of an art 
or a science to merit recogni¬ 
tion.

When I was a young driver — 
and I won’t admit how long 
ago that was! — an entry-level 
car was a cheap car, with a 
tinny feel and few options. 

That’s seldom the case any¬ 
more, at least judging by my 
Hyundai Accent tester. This 
company was among the first 
to stuff in as many items as 
possible while keeping the 
price low, and 
while some 
other auto¬ 
makers have 
caught up with 
that, the Accent 
remains a solid, 
good-looking lit¬ 
tle car. 

All Accents 
use a 1.6-litre four-cylinder 
engine that makes 138 horse¬ 
power. A six-speed manual 
transmission is available on 
most trim lines, while the mid¬ 
range GL and top-line GLS can 
also be optioned with a six- 
speed automatic transmission. 

The Accent comes as a 
sedan, starting at $13,249, 
but I prefer the hatchback, 
which begins at $13,599 and 
goes up to $19,549 for the GLS 
with automatic transmission. 


It’s not the most exciting 
car to drive — the Mazda2 
and Ford Fiesta are far sport¬ 
ier, for example — but it gets 
the job done, handling curves 
efficiently and with a smooth 
ride that’s quiet over all but 
the very worst bumps. 

All trim lines include air 
conditioning, which is an im¬ 
portant consideration when 
you’re price shopping: not 
all manufacturers include it 
in their rock-bottom stickers, 
and you may have to move up 
to a much pricier trim line to 
get it. The top-line Accent GLS 
includes such items as alloy 
wheels, automatic headlamps, 
heated seats, satellite radio, 
and a power sunroof. 

The cabin is handsome, and 
the controls are simple and 
easy to use. Front-seat comfort 
is pretty good 
for an econ¬ 
omy car, but 
the rear chairs 
are hard and 
flat. Rear-seat 
legroom is ac¬ 
tually pretty 
good for a car 
this size, espe¬ 
cially since there’s enough 
space to slip your feet forward 
under the front seats. 

Visibility could be a bit bet¬ 
ter out of that narrow rear 
window (a backup camera 
isn’t available), and the deep 
cargo well accommodates tall 
items but also makes for a 
longer reach to lift your gro¬ 
ceries out. 

Still, overall, the Accent 
stays true to its roots: a de¬ 
cent little car for what it costs.

SECURITY 

Smart car thieves can take your identity, too 


Vehicle thefts may be falling in 
the U.S. and the U.K., but the 
emergence of a new generation 
of smarter car has also seen 
with it the emergence of an 
equally smart car thief. 

“The FBI reports in its 2013 
Uniform Crime Report that a 
vehicle is stolen every 45.1 
seconds in the United States, 
which amounts to more than 
$4.1 billion in lost assets each 
year,” said Patrick Clancy, 
vice-president of law enforce¬ 
ment of Lojaclc Corporation, 
a company that develops anti¬ 


theft and tracking devices for 
vehicles. “With only 54.8 per 
cent of stolen vehicles being 
recovered, auto theft is still 
a serious problem and we are 
now dealing with a more ad¬ 
vanced, sophisticated thief. 
These individuals are increas¬ 
ingly creative, connected and 
dangerous in their approaches 
to steal your valuable assets.” 

Greater consequence 

Thieves are increasingly tar¬ 
geting the most expensive, 
and therefore most connected 


cars on the road. And when a 
‘smart’ car is taken, it’s not just 
the owner’s personal mobility 
that is compromised. 

“The impact that today’s 
connected vehicle thieves have 
on the individuals and busi¬ 
nesses that fall victim to them 
is much greater,” said Clancy. 

Cars connect with our smart¬ 
phones and therefore are an 
extension of our digital lives, 
meaning that as well as vehicle 
theft, drivers run the risk of 
identity theft, too. 

“In recent years, the trad¬ 


itional methods, techniques 
and mindset towards auto theft 
has evolved,” Clancy said. “To¬ 
day, our vehicles hold critic¬ 
al information, such as our 
phone contacts, registration 
and insurance details, even 
the address and directions to 
our home.” 

In October, Jaguar Land 
Rover made headlines because 
thieves had found a way of rep¬ 
licating a Range Rover’s smart 
key and simply opening the 
car and driving away. 

There have also been a 


number of scare stories in the 
media in recent months about 
hacking a car and taking over 
its controls. However, initial 
investigations into smart-car 
hacking show that although 
it is possible on some mod¬ 
els, it is too time consuming, 
complicated and costly to be 
worth the effort. 

Security tips 

However, regardless of a car’s 
connectivity, consumers can 
take simple steps to mitigate 
the risks. For instance: 


• Don’t leave personal docu¬ 
ments or paperwork relating 
to the car in the cabin. 

• Likewise don’t leave a smart¬ 
phone, tablet or sat-nav system 
in the car when it’s parked. 

• For extra security, try to 
avoid on-street parking bays 
and plump for secure parking 
structures instead. 

Connected cars might of¬ 
fer a greater appeal to car 
thieves, but that connectivity 
also means stolen vehicles are 
more likely to be located and 
returned again, afp

IN THE LAB 


Collector could turn 
windows into solar cells 

Researchers at Michigan 
State University say they 
have created a fully trans¬ 
parent solar concentrator 
that could turn any window 
or sheet of glass — includ¬ 
ing vehicle windows — into 
a photovoltaic solar cell. 
Project leader Richard Lunt 


said the researchers used 
a "transparent luminescent 
solar concentrator" con¬ 
sisting of organic salts that 
absorb specific non-visible 
wavelengths of infrared and 
ultraviolet light, which then 
"glow" as another wave¬ 
length of also non-visible 
infrared light. This emit¬ 
ted infrared light is guided 


to the edge of the sheet, 
where thin strips of con¬ 
ventional photovoltaic solar 
cells convert it into electri¬ 
city. The university's trans¬ 
parent luminescent solar 
concentrator currently has 
an efficiency of about 1 per 
cent, but the researchers 
think 5 per cent is possible 
with further development.

An icon of 
Canadian 
car culture 



Just like the country it was 
built to celebrate, the custom 
car known as the Esso 67-X is 
big, bold and beautiful. 

Back in 1967, Canada was 
gripped in centennial fever. 
Everything was about celebrat¬ 
ing or marking the 100th anni¬ 
versary of Canadian federation. 

For its part, Imperial Oil and 
its Esso brand of gas stations, 
rolled out a pro¬ 
motional contest 
called Roadshow 
67. To enter, you 
had to collect five 
different “travel 
tips” only available 
at Esso dealers. 

The four win¬ 
ners of the con¬ 
test each received 
a fabulous Esso 67- 
X, complete with 
insurance, and extra warran¬ 
ties. Winners would be award¬ 
ed their cars at the big centen¬ 
nial party and World’s Fair in 
Montreal, otherwise known 
as Expo 67. 

George Barris was commis¬ 
sioned to design the 67-X and 
build four examples. Barris 
achieved worldwide fame as 
a customizer after creating 
“TV star cars,” such as the Bat- 
mobile, the Munster Koach, 
and the jalopy that brought the 
Beverly Hillbillies into town. 

Barris ended up making an 
additional 67-X for himself, to 
use as a tow car. 

The basis of the 67-X is an 
Oldsmobile Toronado, com¬ 
plete with its 7-litre V8 engine, 
good for 385 horsepower and 
480 lb.-ft. of torque. 

The 67-X was billed as the 


“ultimate in family travel,” 
with emphasis on excitement, 
safety and comfort. 

After the outrageously 
swoopy body, which stretches 
more than 20 feet in length, 
the most notable feature of the 
67-X is the rear “lounge area,” 
which is essentially a small 
family room, circa 1967. Mom 
can swivel her seat around to 
play Monopoly with the kids 
on the lift-up table, and eveiy- 
one can grab Twinlcies from 
the portable picnic cooler, and 
groove to The Monlcees on the 
8-traclc tape player (complete 
with individual ear 
plugs). 

Trevor Welfen 
of Chilliwack, B.C., 
owns the only 
known surviving 
Esso 67-X. He is old 
enough to remem¬ 
ber the contest. As 
an avid collector 
and customizer of 
cool cars, he “always 
wondered what hap¬ 
pened to them.” 

He heard stories, read news¬ 
paper clippings about the 
people that won them and sub¬ 
sequently sold them, searched 
the Internet, etc., to no avail. 

Then, several years ago, 
when looking for another 
model on the website of a U.S. 
classic car dealer, he noticed a 
67-X in the background in one 
of the pictures. The dealer mis¬ 
labelled it as a 70-X, and that’s 
why it never showed up on any 
Google search. 

“As soon as I saw it, I just 
wanted to get it back here ... I 
didn’t care what shape it was 
in.” 

By “back here” Trevor means 
Canada, where he believes this 
super rare and super cool ex¬ 
ample of Canadian car culture 
belongs.

Serena rallies past Azarenka 


Serena Williams’ latest Grand 
Slam match against Victoria 
Azarenka ended the same way 
as the previous nine—with Wil¬ 
liams walking off as the winner. 

The top-ranked Williams 
fought back from a set down 
Tuesday to beat Azarenka 3-6, 
6-2,6-3 on Centre Court to reach 
the Wimbledon semifinals and 
keep her bid alive for a fourth 
straight major title — a “Se¬ 
rena Slam.” 

Williams’ next opponent will 
be Maria Sharapova, who beat 
unseeded American CoCo Van- 
deweghe in three sets. 


Coming up with big serves 
when she needed them and 
getting stronger as the match 
wore on, Williams put on a dom¬ 
inant performance in the final 
two sets, winning seven straight 
games at one stretch, to run her 
Grand Slam winning streak to 
26 matches. 

“It’s been up and down, up 
and down, but somehow I’m 
still alive,” Williams said. “I 
don’t know how. I’m just happy 
to be still here.” 

Williams hit 17 aces, includ¬ 
ing three in each of her final two 
service games, to extend her ca¬ 


reer record against Azarenka to 
17-3 — including 10-0 in Grand 
Slam play. 

“We just saw today why Se¬ 
rena is No. 1,” said Azarenka, 
a former No. 1 herself and two- 
time Australian Open champion. 
“I haven’t seen her play like this, 
honestly, even the last matches 
before that.” 

Meanwhile in the men’s 
draw, Novak Djolcovic finished
